Ir will be remembered that one of the 
terms required by the Chefoo Conven- 
tion, was that the Provincial Govern 
ments should be instructed to issue a 
proclamation, embodying Li Hung. 
chang’s memorial regarding the Yiin- 
nan outrage and the Imperial Decreo 
approvivg the terms of eettlement. 
This proclamation has now been drawn 
up, and bas been also made to embody 
a decree issned at the instance of the 
‘Tsung-li yamén, in October last year, 
asserting the right of foreigners to 
travel and protection, It must be re- 
membered that the recent difficulty 
arose out of an act in contravention 
of this privilege; and its distinct 
assertion and reiteration naturally, 
therefore, form prominent features in 
the terms of reparation. As will bo 
seen by the translation which we pub- 
lish on another page, the procla- 
mation is only a compilation of the 
three documents we have named. But, 
as our readers have had frequent 
opportunities of remarking, this is the 
common form of notifications issued 
by subordinates at the order of their 
superior. They announce that they 
have received a despatch, which they 
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quote at length, and wind up with the 
usual exhortation and menace. The 
document as we print it, then, is a 
common form which can be used 
throughout the Empire, with the simple 
prefix and affix of the names of the 
local officials. In the terms of Li 
Hung-chang’s memorial itself, which 
set forth the conditions more elaborately 
than could be done in the text of the 
Convention—this proclamation is to be 
posted in every prefecture, sub-prefec- 
ture and district throughout the Empire, 
“go that every household may know 
the relations in which the Chinese and 
Foreigners stand to each other.” 

It would be difficult to frame a moro 
complete assertion of the treaty rights of 
foreigners, qué passports and travel,— 
that is, in fact, of their political status 
in the country, than this document 
affords; and we cannot but hope 
good will result from its promulgation, 
‘There are of course those who affirm 
that’ it will never be posted, and we 
confess that former experience of Chi- 
nese ill-faith in such matters goes far 
to justify their disbelief. The Chinese 
failed altogether to publish the Tientsin 
treaty in the Peking Gazette, as was 
stipulated in that document ; and ful- 
filment of that stipulation bas never 
been enforced. They did worse, if we 
are rightly informed, than not publish 
a report of the Audience; they caused 
a satirical report to be ‘published in 
districts remote from the treaty ports, 
where they thought they were anlikely 
tobedetected. But the British Minister 
was probably infected by this disbelief, 
as dtrongly as those who question the 
utility of the present document ; for 
the’ ‘same clause of the Convention 
which requires the proclamation, 
affirms also that, “for two years to 
come, officers will be sent by the British 
Minister to different places in the 
provinces, to seo that it is posted.” And 
wo repeat that, if this stipulation is ful- 
filled, as it appears likely that it will be 
fulfilled, the political status of foreigners 
will be more clearly appreciated by the 
poople and Mandarins, in districts where 
the laziest notions on the subject 
havo prevailed. 

But while expressing this satisfaction 
at the general tenor of the proclama- 
tion, we must repeat onr regret at the 
insufficient explanation which has been 
tolerated in Li's memorial, of the 
refusal of the British Minister to allow 
the punishment of the Yiinnan prisoners. 
I is well understood by foreigners that 
he absolutely rejected their punishment, 
because ho knew that they were the 
merest instruments of a far higher 
power, We remarked, on the first 
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appearance of the Imperial edict, that 


this matter had been improperly slurred | ® 


over, but trasted that the memorial 
would indicate more clearly the real 
state of the case. We were again 
disappointed; and the mistake repeats 
itself, now that these documents come to 
be reproduced in the Proclamation. We 
fully récognise the impossibility of re- 
quiring a Government to humiliate itself 
beyond a certain limit, in the eyes of 
its own subjects. But we still think, 
as we thought at the outset, that that 
limit has not been approached in the 
present case, and that a form of words 
could have been adopted which would 
more clearly have indicated the real 
state of the case, without affecting too 
harshly the dignity of the Throne.

An inquest was opened Monday, before 
R. A. Mowat, Esg., relative to the dexth 
of a Bengalee named Bucksuh, late watch- 
man at the 8. S, N. Co.’s Wharf, 
Hongkew, who was found murdered 
in his but early on Sunday morning. 
Evidence having been given as to the 
identification of the body, Dr. Johnston 
was cxamitied and testified (liat there were 
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two wounds on thie body, each sufficient to 
cause death—a stab on the left side and a 
cut on’ the throat. The wound on the 
throat was too large and deep to be self- 
inflicted, and in his opinion deceased had 
been first disabled by the stab in 
the side, and then while prostrate his 
throat had been cut. Tho enquiry was 
retumed on the following day, whev 
several witnesses were examined, but no 
now material facts wore elicited, and when 
the evidenco was completed the Coroner 
advised another adjournment to enable the 
police to further investigate the case 
before a verdict was given. ‘The jury were 
in favour of that course being adopted, 
and accordingly the inquiry was age 
adjourned, 

‘The Soochow Crock appears to be again 
becoming famous for piratical attacks on 
native craft, Several instances of the 
kind are known to have occurred quite 
recently, but whether the pirates have 
been captured and punished is an ope 
question, A more than usually glaring 
case happened on Monday, of which, as 
far aa we have boon able to learn, the facts 
are as follow:—A silk dealer and his 
partner from Hangchow had been to 
Shanghai to dispose of their stock, on 
account of which one of them liad received 
Sycee to the value of ‘Ts. 400, The 
amount of Sycee in the possession of the 
other is not known, but is believed 
to have been of greater value. Tho 
two men left Shanghai in a boat ov 
Saturday, the 28th ult., aud by Mon- 
day night hind reached a placo named 
Singpo, ubout forty li on this side Kun- 
shan, Here they anchored for the night, 
and retired to rest. About eleven o'clock, 
‘a yang of ten or a dozen pirates boarded 
the boat, aeized the two unfortunate men, 
dragged them ashore, and beat them #0 
savagely as to leave them for dead on the 
bank of the Creek. One of them, it is 
since died from the effects of 
he received. Tho object of 
the ruffians clearly was plunder, for when 
they had discovered and appropriated the 
Tis, 400, they decamped, and have not 
since been heard of.

EXCHANGE. 

‘Tue difficulty of calculating so seem- 
ingly simple a matter as the rise or fall 
of exchange has been amply illustrated 
within the last few months; and it 
is doubtfal if, even after the experience 
which we seem to have gained, we are 
even now in a better position to do so. 
Tho strange fall in the silver markets 
in Europe had its effect in China, in 
@ more than ordinarily exaggerated 
form; and, even now that the market 
ia oxbibiting an apparent return to 
steadiness, it ean scarcely be said that, 
in China, the rate of excbange has 
fat all settled to its normal condition. 
There were two disturbing effects at 
work in the early summer, either of 
which alone would have been sufficient 
to disturb the exchange; but as it so 
happened that they palled in opposite 
directions, it might reasonably have 
appeared that they would neutralize each 
other. ‘To a certain extent they did 
so in the long ran, but only after 
fluctuations to which our exchange 
has been a stranger for some time. 
‘The first of these was the constant fall 
in silver, which produced a panic 
amongst holders of that metal; and 
the second was the unexpected rise in 
the price of silk, which demanded con- 
siderably more syceo than was cus- 
tomary, to meet its requirements, The 
effect of the first was to diminish to 
tho lowest ebb the store of silver in the 
place. It was a thing to be got rid of 
fas fast as possible, and banks bought 
sterling at continually decreasing rates. 
But when this had gone on for some 
time, it was discovered that enough 
silver had not been feft to earry on 
the ordinary business of the place, so 
that which had gone away had to be 
roplaced at a considerable advance in 
price; and exchange, from being below 
par, became suddenly lifted up above it. 
This naturally caused a reflux of silver, 
till i seemed again that the balance 
was abont to bo re-established. At 
prosent, the price of silk again has 
fallen in the Home markets ; the export 
has diminished in consequence, and for 
the moment it is possible that silver may 
again become superabundant. 

Yot it does not seom to an outsider 
that all this movement of bullion is 
quite a wholesome sign, Tt costs a 
good deal to send silver to and from 
India, the nearest market; and all this 
expense of transfer and re-transfer is 
really a serious drag on trade, It 
therefore behoves us to consider whether 
some more economic system could not 
be introduced than the present. We 
are much at fault, in China, in the mat- 
tor of statistics. In a rough way, it is 
true that the course of bullion follows 
the course of trade, and that balances 
must somehow or other be paid for iu 
cash. But in modern times, there are 
other actuating causes at work. Profit- 





this flow is responded to but slowly in 
a greater demand for imports. Still, to 
a certain extent, it is in the end re- 
sponded to, and a careful study of 
statistics would probably show us in 
what manner. Unfortunately, we are 
80 placed that we cannot reckon on 
those statistics. In China we fail in 
more than one requirement. In the 
first place we have no statistics of 
native trade, which seriously affect the 
total result; and, in the second, a large 
portion of the foreign trade—that which 
passes through Hongkong—is only re- 
tarned in the most primitive manner. 
Did we know the amount and the 
direction of the distributing trade of 
Hongkong, we would be in a better 
position to see our way in exchange 
operations.—It is in exchange itself, 
however, that the greatest want is to 
be noticed, and this is a thing which 
might comparatively easily be remedied. 
The Chamber of Commerce takes much 
trouble to collect statistics of imports 
and exports, but takes mo account 
of the movements of bullion; yet the 
latter are in many respects even more 
important than the former. We believe 
that very fair estimates of the amount 
of builion held at any time by the 
native banks are obtainable; but the 
foreign banks preserve a studious 
secresy with regard to their own stock 
and its movements, We imagine the 
fluctuations of the last five months 
have not been all profit to the foreign 
banks in the place; though, to some, 
they bave undoubtedly resulted in 
enormous gains. And merchants, if they 
had had proper statistics, would: have 
been in @ better position to carry on a 
sound exchange business. At first there 
might be a little difficalty in starting 
such tables as we suggest; yet, as 
elsewhere those difficulties bave not 
proved insurmountable, there seems 
ho reason why Shanglai should not 
devise some system of reporting them. 
In London, not only have we the 
weekly stocks of bullion at the Bank 
of England, but we bave the daily 
transactions at the Bankers’ clearivg 
house. Something of the same nature 
might be established in Shanghai. The 
weekly stocks of silver and gold in 
foréign and native banks, the weekly 
movements of sycee—constwise, and to 
ov from+Enrope, India, and America; 
and the amount of exchange business 
done for each mail, could rendily be 
obtained. At least, the subject seoms 
well worthy of the consideration of the 
Committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. 





ASSAULTS ON FOREIGNERS. 


Wuen remarking, Jast week, that the 
country people in this neighbourhood 
are generally good tempered and civil, 
we should have added—except in case 
of an accident or misunderstanding. 
For it bas been shown, on several 
occasions, that they are capable of 





able investments in a country cause 
naturally @ flow of bullion to it, and 
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the case we reported last week, where 
two midshipmen of the Detached 
Squadron had their guns taken from 
them and broken, as a consequence of 
shooting a pigeon. It is easy to under- 
stand how the “trouble” grew. One 
of the lads foolishly and thought 
Jessly shoots a -bird which he must 
have known was private property. 
‘The owner comes up and expostulates 
excitedly, in a language which the 
Englishmen do not understand ; and the 
culprit offers a dollar as compensation, 
of course in plain English, which the 
villagers do not understand. Things 
go on, until a man lays hands on one 
of the Jads, who, Middy-like, “gives 
him one” in the face to make him 
let go. The first blow in such 
a case is generally a signal for 
the row to begin, Gongs were 
beaten, the villagers turned out, and 
eventually both guns were taken away, 
and the Middies made a bolt for the 
river.—Now they were clearly in the 
wrong, in the first instance, in shooting 
the pigeon, and that act caused all 
the trouble; but, equally clearly, the 
villagers were in the wrong in resort. 
ing to violence to obtain redress. If 
it had been possible to make explana- 
tions; if the lads could have said they 
were sorry, and offered compensation, in 
terms intelligible to the owner of the 
bird, the chances are there would have 
been no trouble, ‘The fact that the guns 
were sent on board sext morning, 
shows that what was done wasdoneunder 
excitement, and that the villagers con. 
cluded they liad done wrong, when they 
came to their calmer senses, But itshows 
also that they had means of ascertain- 
ing to what ship the foreigners belonged; 
and that what they ought to have done, 
therefore, was to go on board and com- 
plain, or ask for compensation, as they 
saw fit, The vessels of the Detached 
Squadron have gone, so we presume 
the matter will remain where it 

it is clearly time that the villagers 
between this and Woosung wero 
taught that they must not resort 
to violence in case of misunder- 
standing with foreigners. There havo 
been two or three cases lately, in which 
they may certainly have thought thoy 
had provocation, but in which they 
took the Jaw into their own hands in 
a way which ought not to have been tole- 
rated. The Obinese should be taught 
that striet and even-handed justice will 
be dealt out, in cases of collision be- 
tween natives and foreigners ; that if tho 
foreigner is in the wrong be will bo 
punished, and that if the Chinaman is 
in the wrong his. punishment will 
be strictly required. But they 
should also be taught that punishment 
must be dealt out by the proper 
authorities, and not administered by 
lynch law, on the spot. Chinamen sre 
quite capable of getting up a row among 
themselves, and quite capable of com- 
bining to beat an offender of their owt 
clan. But the chances are always, it 
such a case, that some other Chinamen 








will interfere to prevent matters going 0 
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extremes. A foreigner, however, isolated 
in the country, is much worse off. If he 
gets into trouble, every man’s hand will 
be against him ; he will have no friends 
and it is, therefore, all the more neces- 
sary that he should be surrounded with 
all possible prestige, and that no case 
of violence against foreigners should be 
disregarded.

A disastrous fire occurred yesterday in 
the City. ‘The large Chinese building 
within the Salt Gate, ocoupied as a 
barracks by the Anglo-Chinese contingent, 
enught fire about 1 p.m., and burned com: 
pletely to ground. ‘The buildis 
which was originally a Taoist temple, w 
very inflammable, being old and having 
about it the immense quantity of wood- 
work usual in such structures, ‘The wood, 
too, was extremely dry, owing to the long 
provalence of fine weather ; and to ada to 
the unfavourable conditions, a gale of wind 
was blowing. 

‘The fire broke out in the quarters 
occupied by Major Watson, on the north 
side of the building. Lt ‘was first. dis- 
covered in the ceiling of the dinin, 
room, snd must apparently have been 
communicated from the chimney. ‘This 
was built of brick, and had been used 
ly for several years; a Gre had indeed 
been burning in the room on] i 
day; and the only conjecture is that the 

igh wind must have shaken and somehow 
injured the chimney, leaving an orifice 
through which sparks’ could escape. At 
any rate, shortly after the fire had been 
lighted, ‘the ceiling in its imnm 
neighbourhood was discovered to be on 
fire; and on tearing away the plaster 
Major Watson found the whole interi 
surface alight, Orders were at once 
to get underweigh the powerful fire engine 
which is kept on the premises, and to 
sound the bugle alsrm to call in the 
soldiers. Iu this respect, however, also, 
the accident could hardly have happened 
more unfortunately. It was the day for 
changing guards, and the great majority 
of tho men were absent from barracks, 
or going of returning. Even if all had 
been present, howover, it seeme certain 

ab nothing could havo availed to save 
building, though they might ha 
the contents ; the gele, blow- 
i ide on which the fire origin- 
ated, carried the flames from room to 
room with frightful rapidity ; and it 
became a matter of urgency to yet out 
the powder, of which a largo quantity 
wan stored in the front section of the 
building. ‘The knowledge that a quantity 
of ammunition was stored in the premises, 
not only kept by-standers from assisting, 
but frightened people in the neighbourhood 
into removing their furniture, The mem- 
bers of the Chinese Fire Brigade, tuo, who 
have long been jealous of the foreign 

ne, which en worked with 

efliciency that eclipsed their own efforts, 
many fires in the city and suburbs 

the samo excuse to hold alvof. 
hind to be done by the fow soldiers who 
could be gathered at the moment, and it 
was done with an energy for which they 
deserve all credit, Under the direction 
fajor Watson—Qulouel Cuoke was 
absent at the time on an excursion up 
the river—a hole was knocked in the 
wall frouting the street, and the barrels of 
ponder wore rapidly’ passed out and 
carried to a distance, till all were placed in 
nafety. 

‘The flames in the meantime had obtained 
complete mastery; it was evident, 
deed, within a ‘quarter of an hour 
from their outbreak, that nothing could 
save the building ; aud even its couteuts 
had to be sacrificed to the supreme neces- 
sity of moving the powder, Lh ready. 
explained why there were few men on the 

yremises at tie time of the outbreak, and 
all these had to be employed in’ this 
urgent work. By the time that was done, 
ail’ hope of saving avything was goue. 
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Only a portion even of the muskets and 
accoutrements in the barrack room ou the 
ground floor could be got out; and all 
those in store in the upper portion of the 
building were destroyed. A few things 
were saved from Major Watson's private 
quarters by two ge who chanced to 
be visiting him at the time of the accident ; 
but Colonel Cooke has lost absolutely 
everything except his safe and a box 
of papers which were very intelligently 
romoved by his household servants. The 
fire engine which is kept in the bar- 
was, as T have said, got unde 
weigh at the outset ; that attached to the 
Police Station in the foreign Settlement 
was run over at the first alarm ; but before it 
could arrive the building was in a mass of 
flame, and all that the united efforts of the 
two engines could effect, was to prevent the 
flames spreading to the large temple 
joining. A great treo standing in the 
courtyard of this building, and whose 
branches somewhat overhang the barrack 
compound, caught fire, and #0 placed the 
temple itself, whose eaves aro in contact 
with the trunk, minent danger, ‘This 
was, however, happily averted by th 
efforts of the engines. But it was not 
till long after dark that these were 
nble to conse from their Inbours, in the 
persuasion that all further danger was 
over.

MURDER IN HONGKEW. 

Early Sunday morning the watchman at 
tho wharf of the Shanghai Steam Navi- 
gation Company, at Hongkew, was found 
dead in his hut, situated at the lower 
entrance in Kung-ping Road. Death re- 
sulted from an extensive wound on the 
thront, and the first impression was that 
it had been inflicted by his own hand, but 
subsequently evidence was found to show 
almust conclusively that a desperate 
jer had been committed. Such is 
now the belief, and surrounding circum- 
stances strongly support the supposition, 
but at present there is no clue to the

Deceased, we believe, was a native of 
Calcutta, and was known by the name of 
Bucksuh among his fellow countrymen, 
while, by the Chinese, he was called Ah-nee, 
He made the hut in’ which he was found 
dead his home, and although au opium 
sinoket he was known to save his 
hat scanty earnings with some- 
1g like miserly care.

barque M. A. Dizon. ‘The prisoner is my 
second mate, I slept ashore on Friday night 
last, and went on board a little after eight 
o'clock on Saturday morning. After speak 
to the mate about the work of the ship f 
went into the cabin, When standing with 
iy back to the cabin door I. felt. a blow on 
my head, just over my eye. It stunned 
me for # moment, red and re- 
ceived another blow on the top of the head. 
I then turned round and saw the second 
mate with the club produced in his hand, 1 
ran at him and he struck at me again, but the 
club fell out of his hand. He then ran on 
deck. Ichased him, and he ran down the 
fangway. There was no sampan there and 
}@ jumped into the river and swum to my 
ssmpan, Ho tried to skull it himself but 
could not, and then threatened the samy 
man and made him take him ashore. I have 
two marks on my forehead and a lump on my 
head. ‘The injaries pained me at the time, but 
they'are now nearly well. My head ached a 
Free geal, ; Thave no pain now except when 
touch the injuries, ‘The piece of wood with 
which he struck me seems to have beon pre- 
pated, for one end of it is shaped. into a kind 
af hale.

Prisoner said it was all true what the

R. (Captain Corser) v, ALEXANDER 
MoLanex,

‘This caso was partly heard on the previous 
day, and the following additional evidence 
‘was now taken. 

Captain Corser, in reply to his Worship, 
said it was partly true what. the prisoner had 
stated. He went and asked him to join the 
vessel as second mate, and the understanding 
was that if he (prisoner) obtained a better 
berth after the passage to Nagasaki, he was to 
have his discharge. When they returned 
from Nagasaki, prisoner cousented to go an- 
other short voyage, but a few days after- 
wards he insisted on having his discharge, 
and he refused to give it him, ‘That was 
on Thursday, and on the following day 
he saw the prisoner at the agent's office. 
He did not see him again until the time he 
attacked him on Saturday morning. 

Prisoner said that previous to joining to 
M. A. Dizon he had been mate and second 
mate on board steamers. Since May last he had 
only been temporarily employed, aud had 
lived at the Temperance Hall.” Ho was sorry 
for what he had done, and was glad his con- 
duct had not led to worse co1 jwences, 
‘When he asked for his dischirge the Captain 
only langhed at him, and that’ provoked him 
to e the attack 

‘His Worsurr said he could understand the 
force of what prisoner had said if be had 
made the attack in a passion when the 
Captain refused to give him his discharge, 
but he could not understand his going 
quietly on board the ship on Friday, preparing 
@ weapon and nursing his anger unt be 
o'clock the following morning. ‘There was all 
night for him to meditate on the matter, and he 
could scarcely imagine aman nursing spite for 
80 long. ‘The Captain no doubt induced 
tho prisoner to join the vessel, and he could 
understand his being very angry when the 
Capt broke faith with him, but that did 
not fy him in doing what he had done. 
Far from it, He had no right to redress his 
wrongs in that shape or form,

serious those wrongs might be. How he could 
do such a foolish and wicked act after a day's 
reflection he could not understand, and it was

INQUEST. 
Shanghai, Nov. 6th. 


An inquest was opened yesterday, before 
R. A. Mowat, Esq., relative to the death of 
Bucksuh, the watchman at the Wharf, 
at Hongkew, belonging to the Shangh 
‘Steam Navigation Company, who was found 
dead in hie hut early on Sunday mornin 














‘Three gentlemen were empanelied as the 
jary—namely, Mesere, J. Simpson, E. Bowen, 
dW. Polguand. ‘They fire assembled 





at the hut in which deceased was found 
dead, and having viewed the body in company 
with’ Mr. Mowat, proceeded to the residence 
of Mr. Joseph A. Perkins, which is on the 
premises, and there opened the inqui 

‘The following evidence was taken 

Joserm A. PERKIXS deposed—I am godown 
keeper in tho service of the Shanghai 
Steam Navigation Conrpeny at their Ningpe 
Wharf, at Hongkew. I have seen the body 
of the deceased. I saw it this morning. 
Deceased was the watchman at that portion 
of the Wharf in which the hut is situated. 
duties commenced at dark in the evening 
and ended at daylight the following morning. 
I saw him on Friday afternoon when I paid 
his month’s wages, $15. I took deceased to 
be a Malay, He was night watchman, I 
came in at the gate about six o'clock it 
Saturday night, and he,—I suppose it 
him —raised his hat as I passed, ‘T 
the last time I saw him alive, I was in 
bed on Sunday morning when my boy came 
told me deceased had been found dead 
his but. I did not get up myself as I was 
unwell, and was satisfied from what the boy 
told mo that I could do no good. I sent for 
“Frank,” who has the management of the 
coolies at the wharf, and told hi to communi- 
cate with the police. I am not aware that 



















































deceased was on bad terms with anyone. I 
have not seen him quarrel with anyone, I 
have not seen any person visiting him at his 
hut. He was not allowed to have anyone 
there, and I have never found anyone with 
him. emed a very quiet man. I have 
hhad ocoasion to complain to him of his 





late to relieve the day watchman, and on 
twice I have found him asleep in the hut 
when he should re been outside on duty. 
He was in the habit of smoking opium. 

Duzx Manoateranid—I knew the deceased, 
His name was Bucksuh, He belonged to 
Bengal, but what part of it I cannot say, I 
am sure he belonged to Bengal. 

Doctor Jouxsto deposed—I examined tho 
body of deceased in the watch-house opposite 
the machine shops on these premises, The body 
was lying on its back at the entrance to the 
watch-house with the legs extended, ono bein, 
partly bent. The arms were also strotch 
out. ‘The body lay across the room with 
the head towards the door. ‘There was a 
punctured wound on the left side of the 
abdomen, penetrating the stomach, and the 
throat was cut almost from ear to ear, ‘Theso 
are all the injuries on the body.

‘The Trexrstx men have been offering Tis, 2.90 for P.M.C.D, American 
Drills, aud Tis, 2.88 «2.90 per piece for Judian Head Sheetings, but these goods aro now held for considerably higher rates, In 
Jenna’ there has not been any change; and Fancy Cottons make but little shew in the week's business, ‘There have been further 
tales of 18-inch Velvets at ‘Tis. 0.184 per yard, aud a few 2-Ibs, favourite Turkey Red Cambrics have been disposed of by auction at fair 
prices, but the market for the latter fabric is in a bad way, there being in first and second hands heavy stocks of uasuitable goods, 
or of goods at which the dealers will not look, by reason of some defect in either the shade of red or in the width.

and more have a quaint interest as illustrating 
the working of the Chinese system and the 
tone of thought of the people. Scarcely a 
day's Gazelle fails to indicate some curious 
custom, and very often the memorials contain 
as much incident as a sensation of novel. 

A curious light would be thrown on the 
history of China, and even of eastern Asia, 
for the last thousand years, if it were possible 
to collect and sketch the principal edicts 
which have found place in the “Court 
Announcements,” as the Chinese call the little 
brochure, uring that period. It is, we believa 
not known to what Emperor, or even to wh: 
dynasty, belongs the credit of inaugurating the 
publication, in this form, of edicts and memo- 
rials likely to have public interest ; but it is 
known that the Gacette was published in the 
‘Tang dynasty, which began to reign in the 
first decade of the seventh century—and it 
may have been in existence centuries earlier. 

‘he volume now before us woul i 
after years, to hold a marked 
series. For the first time, during the year 
just ended, the Gazette has deig ‘to notice 
officially the presence of foreigners in the 
country. As pointed out in the preface, one 
of the conditions exacted by Her Britannic 
‘Majesty's Minister during the course of the 
negociations which ensued on the murder of 
Mr. M in Yunnan, was that the leading 
features of those negociations should be 
Published, and that the real position of for: 
cigners in’ the country should be recognised 
more fittingly than had been hitherto done, 
And the appointment of Li Hang-chang as 
‘a Commissioner to investigate the crime ; his 
first report after his arrival at Yiinnan-foo, 
and certain edicts emphasising the treaty 

rivileges of foreigners, and placing on a 
Better footing the relations of forvign Ministers 
with the Great Departments of State at Pe- 
king, will be found in its pages. ‘The whole 
serious of edicts connected with the death of 
the Emperor Tung.che and his Consort, and 
the appointment of the Empresses Dowager as 
regent, appeared during the year, and well 
deserve both perusal and record as examples 
of Court custom and etiquette, and models of 
the best style of Chinese eloquence. In con- 
nexion with this subject, too, a genealogical 
table of the Imperial ‘family, ‘which was 
published last spring in the’ North-China 
Herald, has been reprinted as an appendix, 
together with an exhaustive commentary 
upon it, explaining the various relationships 
and the rules of adoption and sucei 
which are observed by the Imperial clan, 
Altogether, the volume is one of exceptional 
interest, and deserves a place in the library of 
every one who takes an interest in Chinese 
politics and literature,—North-China Daily
